NABWG HONORS BISHOP TUTU, OTHERS 


WASHINGTON -- The National Association of Blacks Within Government (NABWG) 
honored Bishop Desmond M. Tutu and others at its Second Annual Black Medallion 
Humanitarian Awards benefit banquet held here. 


Among those organizing the event were NABWG chapter members from the U.S. 
Department of Labor. 


The Black Medallion Humanitarian Award was designed and created by NABWG 
in recognition and commemoration of the contributions of the black Nobel Prize 
winners, including Bishop Tutu. It is presented to persons whose lives and 
contributions to mankind best exemplify the qualities of struggle, dedication, 
sacrifice and selfless efforts to further the cause of justice, equality and 
peace as demonstrated by each of the black prize winners. 


This year’s recipients of the medallian were Rep. Parren J. Mitchell, 
Dorothy Height and Mayor Johnny Ford. 


The medallion, which bears the likeness of each of the black Nobel Prize 
winners, is the only one of its kind known to exist. 


Proceeds from the event were donated to the South African Council of 
Churches” Domestic Workers Project and NABWG’s Youth Development Program.

PRODUCER PRICE INDEXES--DECEMBER 1985 


WASHINGTON -- The Producer Price Index for Finished Goods moved 
up 0.4 percent after seasonal adjustment from November to December, 
considerably less than in either October or November, the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics of the U.S. Department of Labor reported. The 
slowdown was largely due to smaller increases in food and energy 
items. The Intermediate Goods Price Index rose 0.4 percent, 
about the same as in November; these two increases, however, were in 
contrast to the behavior of the index in most earlier months of 1985. 
After climbing sharply in each of the preceding 2 months, the index 
for crude goods edged down 0.2 percent in December. 


Before seasonal adjustment, the Producer Price Index for Finished 
Goods rose 0.2 percent in December to 297.2 (1967=100). From December 1984 


to December 1985, the Finished Goods Price Index increased 1.8 percent, 

about the same as the 1.7 percent rise registered in 1984. However, the 
major categories of finished goods behaved somewhat differently in 1985 

than in the year before. 


Consumer food prices, which had climbed 3.5 percent in 1984, fell 
during most of 1985 before turning up in the fourth quarter to close the 
year 0.3 percent higher than at the end of 1984. After decreasing 4.1 
percent in 1984, the index for consumer energy goods was at virtually the 
same level in December 1985 as 12 months earlier. This index was quite . 
volatile during 1985, however. The rise in the index for finished goods 
other than foods and energy accelerated modestly to 2.7 percent, following 
a 2.1 percent increase in 1984. 


The index for intermediate materials, supplies, and components slipped 
0.3 percent in 1985, after moving up 1.3 percent from December 1983. to 
December 1984. Following a 1.6 percent drop in 1984, the crude goods index 
fell 5.5 percent over the year, the largest annual decline since 1952.

_ Program receive annual physical examinations, personal. and job-related 
counseling, job training if necessary, and in some cases, help in finding a 
regular unsubsidized job. Participants may work up to 1,300 hours a year, 
20-25 hours a week, according to a U.S. Department of Labor fact sheet.
